All the 
artists are well known painters who have ex¬ 
hibited many times, and they are all members 
of the faculty of the California School of Fine 
Arts, on the Artists’ Council, and have been 
members of the San Francisco Art Association 
for several years. Mr. Park is chairman of the 
Artists’ Council; Hassel Smith is actively asso¬ 
ciated with the Artists Guild and Elmer Bischoff 
is on the University of California Summer fac¬ 
ulty as well as instructor at the Extension Divi¬ 
sion. All the paintings on view are works which 
have been painted in 1948. 

MARION CUNNINGHAM 

In memoriam, the Art in Action Shop at the 
City of Paris is having an exhibition of work 
by Marion Cunningham. It is of eight seri- 
graphs of Hawaiian scenes. The subjects in¬ 
clude the traditional luau and the tropical fish¬ 
erman as well as Polynesian landscapes, and 
they were executed by Mrs. Cunningham for 
staterooms of the S. S. Lurline, the Mariposa 
and the Matsonia of the Matson Navigation 
Company. The exhibition includes a retrospec¬ 
tive show of paintings and prints. 

There are two serigraphs by Marion Cunning¬ 
ham in the National Serigraph Society’s Ex¬ 
hibition which will be shown at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Museum of Art from May 13 through 
June 15. 

The Artists' Council has arranged a memorial 
exhibition of Marion Cunningham’s work to 
be held at the San Francisco Museum of Art, 
June 29 to July 18. 

SIXTY YEARS OF PAINTING 

A retrospective exhibition of the work of Ge¬ 
neve Rixford Sorgeont was held at the de¬ 
Young Museum, April 14 to May 14. 

Mrs. Sargeant is a well-known artist and prom¬ 
inent figure in the art activities of San Fran¬ 
cisco. She was born in San Francisco and re¬ 
ceived her early training at the California 
School of Fine Arts under Emil Carlsen. She 
later studied in Paris for six years where she 
worked in Andre Lhote’s studio. She exhibited

at the Salon D’Automne, the Salon Du Prin- 
temps and the Salon Des Independants, and 
received high praise from Parisian critics. 

Mrs. Sargeant lived for a time in New York 
but has spent most of her life in San Francisco 
where she now has her studio. She taught 
painting at the California School of Fine Arts 
for five years and she has been an artist mem¬ 
ber of the San Francisco Art Association for 
many years, and was a director of the San 
Francisco Art Association for six years. 

Many private collections and museums in this 
country and in Paris have Mrs. Sargeant’s paint¬ 
ings and she has won several awards and 
prizes in national exhibitions.

The Anne Bremer Memorial Library of the Cali¬ 
fornia School of Fine Arts has recently received

OUTDOOR ART SHOW 


The chairman of the Visual Arts Committee of 
the San Francisco Art Commission, Ralph Stack- 
pole, announced that the Memorial Day week¬ 
end, May 29 through May 31, will be the 
date of the second city-sponsored Outdoor Art 
Show. This year it will be held in Union Square 
and Maiden Lane. 

Following the unprecedented success of the 
first open air art exhibit, which was held in 
the Civic Center in 1946, plans for the second 
presentation are more comprehensive in scope 
and will offer to Northern California artists 
and craftsmen further opportunity to display 
their works. 

Invited to participate in the spring showing are 
the many organized art groups of the Bay 
Area and the northern part of the state, as 
well as independent artists, from self-taught 
and amateur “Sunday painters” to recognized 
artists. All the works must be for sale and 
there will be no jury, however, the Exhibit 
Committee reserves the right to reject works 
deemed unseemly. The number of works that 
may be entered is limited to five, of which at 
least one will be hung or displayed—the others 
to be kept in reserve. A special section of the 
exhibit will be reserved for those artists who 
are not members of any group. 

An outstanding feature will be the Art-in- 
Action section, in which the public will be 
given an opportunity to observe craftsmen in 
the actual process of designing and fabricating. 

Plans for the physical staging of the show in¬ 
clude display space around Union Square and 
Maiden Lane. Merchants adjoining the exhibi¬ 
tion locale are cooperating with the committee 
by offering their window space for additional

displays. The City of Paris generously has of¬ 
fered their basement for overnight storage as 
all works must be taken down at night as no 
responsibility is assumed by the Art Commission 
or by the various groups for loss or damage. 

Douglas MacAgy, Director of the California 
School of Fine Arts, announced that participat¬ 
ing art organizations include the San Francisco 
Art Association, San Francisco Women Artists, 
Artists Guild of San Francisco, California So¬ 
ciety of Etchers, Mills College Ceramics Guild, 
Society of Western Artists, San Francisco Pot¬ 
ters Association, Mills College Art Depart¬ 
ment, the College of Arts and Crafts, Univer¬ 
sity of California Art Group and the California 
School of Fine Arts. 

The artist or his representative must be present 
all during the exhibition hours, 10 a.m. till 
dark, and he must place his work and take it 
down each day. The San Francisco Art Asso¬ 
ciation will have a responsible artist member 
and a committee who will represent their 
group and take care of all affairs at the show. 
The Association will provide guards and in¬ 
stallation for those who submit a single work; 
those who submit more than one must volun¬ 
teer one half day to help on the committee of 
installation and guarding. Neither the Art As¬ 
sociation or the representative guards will be 
responsible for the works.

YOUNG PAINTERS 
OF THE BAY AREA 

The California Palace of the Legion of Honor 
has an exhibition of the young painters of the 
Bay Area. The show is the first of its kind in 
the region and is to be an annual exhibition. 
Its aim is to give advanced students, or re¬ 
cently graduated students, a chance to ex¬ 
hibit in a museum. 

There are thirty-seven paintings, mostly oils— 
some watercolors—and four schools are repre¬ 
sented, California School of Fine Arts, Univer¬ 
sity of California Art Department, Stanford 
University Art Department and Mills College 
Art Department. The paintings were selected 
by the Museum in consultation with the heads 
of the schools’ art departments. 

The California School of Fine Arts was repre¬ 
sented by six students: William Ivey, Jeremy 
Anderson, John Hultberg, W. N. Cooper, 
George Stillman and Frank Lobdell. (Mr. Lob- 
dell is now conducting a class in painting for 
adults at the Museum.) 

The exhibition closes May 16.
